Selectmen's  Report 

Valuation,  Assessment  &  Tax  Rate 

Assessments  are  necessarily  based  on  the  voted  approval  and  the 
demands  by  the  voters  of  the  town.  Any  additional  increases  of  opera- 
ting expenditures  beyond  the  submitted  Budget  necessitates  an  in- 
crease in  the  assessed  valuation  of  your  property  or  an  increase  in 
the  Tax  Rate. 

Under  the  1983  rate  of  $3.90  per  $100.00  valuation  any  expenditure 
of  $1,000.00  necessitates  an  assessment  of  approximately  $25,650.00. 
This  is  the  required  amount  needed  in  order  to  obtain  a  return  reve- 
nue of  the  approved  expenditure  of  $1,000.00. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  no  alternative  other  than  meeting 
your  requh-emients  and  can  only  meet  these  demands  by  State  approv- 
ed  Tax    Rate. 

Danbury  Municipal  Court 

In  keeping  with  State  requirements  it  is  necessary  to  call  to  your 
attention  for  your   consideration  reference   to   the   court. 

We  therefore  refer  you  to  the  Danbury  Municipal  Court  Report, 
The  Police  Department  and  last  but  not  least  the  Treasurer's  Report. 

The  full  cooperation  of  the  State  Police  and  the  active  work  of  our 
Police  Department  account  measurably  for  the  noticeable  amount  of 
revenue   obtained  through  our  court. 

A  revenue  of  $497.02,  obtained  by  the  Court  for  1963,  over  and  above 
all  expenses  involved.  A  source  of  revenue  that  can  be  used  to  al- 
leviate the  expense  of  other  Town  operations  at  no  additional  cost  to  the 
Town. 

Should  the  Court  be  discontinued  all  opportunity  to  share  in  Court 
Revenue  will  be  abandoned.  Why  refuse  this  offer  of  a  possible  revenue 
for  our  Town  or  an  opportunity  to  help  our  State  in  proper  law  en- 
forcement. 

Inventories 

Once  again  we  submit  our  advice  regarding  your  returning  a  com- 
pleted and  signed  Inventory. 

If  the  Selectmen,  do  not  receive  your  completed  inventory  you  are 
eliminated  from   any  consideration  in   adjustment  of  your  Tax  Bill. 

The  reassessment  of  all  property  with  the  aid  of  Tax  Commission 
Assessors  now  in  process  necessitates  your  stipulating  the  number  of 
acres  in  addition  to  any  buildings  thereon.

In  additiooi  to  handling  the  usual  amount  of  local  oalLs  and  com- 
plaints for  which  I  have  already  submitted  a  bill,  I  put  in  at  least 
200  houi's  checking  for  traffic  violations.  I  did  this  for  two  reasons:

2.  I  was  and  am  sincerely  concerned  over  the  mounting  traffic 
toll  in  our  State  and  was  interested  to  do  all  that  I  could  in  a  small  way 
to  help   check  it.

2  —  Operating  without  Licenses  -  all  found  guilty,  fined  $25.00  each. 
8  —  Stop  Sign  Violations  -  all  found  guilty,  fined  $5.00  each. 
1  —  Allowing  Unlicensed  Person  to  Operate  -  found  guilty  fined 

$10.00. 
1  —  Operating  without  proper  muffler  -  found  guilty,  fined  $15.00. 
1  —   No   Safety   Chain   on   Trailer   -   found   guilty,    fined   $5.00. 
1  —  Operating  Uninspected  Vehicle   -  found   guilty,   fined  $5.00 
1  —  Reckless  Driving  -  found  guilty,  fined  $75.00

FORREST  W.  POWERS 
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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampsliiire  faced  the  greatest  forest 
fire  threat  to  it;s  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.  The  continued 
drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential 
threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests, 
homes  and  Uvelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  common 
threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active 
prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinguishing  of  personal  rights  for  the  com- 
mon good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  cooperation 
ever  experienced  by  thoise  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  control. 
The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For 
their  effort  and  public  response  the  general  fire  service  expresses  its 
heartfelt  thanks   for  a  job   well  done. 

Prevention,  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire  years. 
It  must  be  practiced  imtil  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public  conscience 

^a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our 

fires. 

The  following  practices   and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  within  the 
terms  of  tiie  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn  late  in  the  afternoon 
when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and 
if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dimip  —  it's  safer.  A  neglected 
backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  -match.  Make  this  a  year 
round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Oiildren  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep  matches 
away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire  and  not  make  it  a 
subject   of   play.

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Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report  For  1962-63 


The  Deputies,  Maurice  Wells,  Myrl  Phelps,  Saan  Wright,  Norman 
Darling,  Lawson  Smith,  and  James  Pifield,  Sr.,  have  had  a  busy  time 
of  it  the  past  two  years.  Not  having  had  many  fires  of  any  consequence, 
they  have  met  together  planning  precautionary  measures  several 
times.  Back  in  the  Spring  of  1962  the  Warden,  E.  H.  Jones,  gathered 
a  group  of  youngsters,  12-15,  called  the  Danbury  Mountaineers,  and 
they  burned  the  "Right  of  Way"  of  the  B  &  M  Railroad  from  S.  Dan- 
bury  to  Grafton.  TMs  R.  R.  had  been  the  cause  of  serious  fires  here 
and  elsewhere,  previously,  but  that  year  and  in  1963  the  Town  had  only 
one  R.  R.  fire.  Bud  Gross,  District  Fire  Warden,  says  that  this 
action,  plus  co'mplaints  in  Plainfield,  Claremont  and  Lebanon,  forced 
the  R.  R.  to  discontinue  the  4200  Series  Locomotives,  put  on  smaller 
1700  series,  improve  their  Spark  arresters  and  screens,  and  inspired 
the  Legislature  to  enact  State  Laws  on  the  same  subject.  In  1964,  the 
R.  R.  followed  most  of  their  freights  with  a  Patrol  Car.  The  Danbury 
Wardens  also  acquired  a  Kerosene  torch  for  starting  "back  fires" 
and  other  preventative  burning.  In  1964  we  acquired  three  modem 
plastic  Indian  Pumps,  and  put  the  other  pumps  in  good  condition. 
Gross  said  that  as  a  result  of  our  burning  the  Right  of  Way,  the  R.  R. 
agreed  to  pay  for  any  future  burning  of  RoWs.  In  1963  the  Deputies 
were  busy  early  in  the  season  trying  to  figure  out  a  solution  for  Dan- 
bury's  disgraceful  Dump;  investigated  building  an  Incinerator,  check- 
ed with  Cauley's  Incinerator  business  in  S.  Alexandria  to  see  about  him 
picking  up  Danbury 's  dump  customers,  and  suggested  a  new  location 
closer  to  the  Cemetery,  but  safe  to  bum  weekly.  Citizens  objected  to 
this  last  suggestion  because  of  the  nearness  to  the  Cemetery.  After 
that  the  matter  Wias  forgotten,  for  all  the  cheap  methods  of  improving 
the  dump  situation  had  been  exhausted.  Now,  when  the  State  Forestry 
Division  and  Health  Officials,  condemn  the  Town  Dump,  it  will  cost 
the  Town  some  thousands  of  dollars.  District  Warden  Bud  Gross 
had  been  in  on  all  the  previous  planning  and  approved.  The  main 
problem  seems  to  be  the  unwise  location  of  the  Dump,  selected 
years    ago. 

In  tile  early  Summer  of  1963  the  Deputies  decided  to  clear  out  some 
old  roads  for  Forest  Fire  use,  spending  the  money  appropriated  for 
that  purpose.  Roads  opened  were:  road  froon  Ruel  Ford's  to  Mmer 
Grace's;  road  from  Huberman's  to  Bog  Road;  road  from  Cunning- 
hams to  Poverty  Pond  road;  road  from  Smith  River  near  Towse's  to 
Lynch 's  farm  (finished  by  Ifill  Wardens  in  October  drought).  These 
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roads  are  not  opened  for  public  use  and  are  sitill  subject  to  "gates 
and   bars"   if  once    closed. 

In  the  I^all  Drought  the  Deputies  met  together  and  planned  Fire 
Patrols,  closed  all  back  roads  for  a  time:  all  according  to  suggestions 
of  the  State  Forest  Fire  Warden.  As  a  result  we  had  no  fires.  Bud 
Gross  told  us  that  faHure  to  prevent  fires  cost  some  Towns  great  sums. 
Lyme  spent  over  $2,000  on  a  35  acre  fire.  The  cost  of  Danbury's  Fire 
Patrol  and  other  precautions  amounted  to  a  little  over  $100  and  we 
fortunately  had  no  fires  during  that  explosive  period.

The  Wardens  are  suggesting  a  Capital  Resieirve  Fund  be  set  up  to 
preserve  the  Forest  Fire  Appropriation,  so  that  unexpended  balances 
may  accumulate  from  year  to  year  for  expenditures  on  fire  equipment. 
A  Jeep,  or  pick-up  truck  with  smaU  Portable  Pump  and  hose  ought  to 
be  in  the  possession  of  the  Forest  Fire  Department  for  just  such 
emiergencies  as  last  Fall  during  that  dangerous  dry  period.

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Superintendent's  Report 


The  Danbury  School  District  will,  on  July  1,  1964,  be  absorbed  into 
the  larger  Newfound  Area  School  District.  It  is  my  own  opinion  that 
the  voters  should  be  congratulated  for  making  this  possible,  as  I  hope 
and  expect  that  a  better  education  for  their  children  will  result  from 
the    merger. 

Two  of  the  last  three  wooden  eleimentary  soboals  have  been  disposed 
of,  and  only  the  problem  of  obtaining  a  clear  title  to  the  third  property 
needs  to  be  solved  in  order  to  complete  the  isale  of  that  one.  The  new 
building  is  admirably  suited  to  its  purpose  and  should  take  care  of 
the  needs  of  the  pupils  of  the  town  for  some  time  to  come. 

We  were  sorry  to  have  Miss  Cooper  and  Mrs.  Thompson  leave  us 
last  June,  and  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for  their  many 
years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  children  of  the  town. 

Mr.  Paul  Beeman  and  Miss  Carol  Purdy  have  replaced  them  in 
grades  6-7-8  and  3-4-5  respectively,  and  with  Mrs.  Curren,  are  giving 
the  cliiidren  a  sound  start  toward  a  good  education. 

The  last  session  of  the  State  Legislature  helped  the  tax  payers  of 
Danbury  by  providing  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount  of  Founda- 
tion Aid.  This  not  only  reduced  the  tax  assessment  for  school  pm-poses 
this  year,  but  also  for  the  next  five  years,  as  the  apportionment  of 
cost  of  the  Newfound  Area  school  is  based  on  this  year's  assessment. 

I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school  boards  who  have  worked 
with  me.  Their  interest  in,  and  work  for,  the  children  of  the  community 
have  necessitated  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort,  and  merit  my  sincere 
appreciation.

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  some  of  the  activities  that  your 
state  public  health  nurse  has  carried  out  in  the  area  in  which  your 
town  is  located  for  the  year  1963.  Please  have  this  included  in  your 
town  report. 

Home  visits  were  made  on  the  following  types  of  cases:  coimmuni- 
cable  disease,  maternity,  arthritis,  cancer,  heart,  crippled,  diabetes, 
mental  health,  mentally  retarded,  and  others.  This  is  a  partial  list 
of   services    offered. 

Immunization  clinics  were  held  in  the  towns  of  Andover,  Bristol, 
Franklin,  Newbury,  New  London  and  Sutton.
